Three bodies wlu-ii found in an upj^'r 
bunk, clasi)ril in iMch other's anna arid 
so strongly were they interlocked as io 
require the eflbrta of si.\ men to sepa 
rate them. One man was found beside 
his bunk in an atlittidf of prayer. In 
luiolher part of the eabu! Nvire two 
bodies eruslied between fallen tiinliers, 
Other liodies were foinid lying about 
the cabin, as if oluown from the bunks 
by the shock.

Yet 
our contemporary, _^rom ."^ ignpranoo or 
malice, does. not distinguish ' bo'twe'e'n tho 
two companies, and attompta toblatno our 
legislature for iireveuting, in the case of 
tho Ainsworth company, tho very result 
which our contera'porary allects to regret, 
snd ' which but foj? the Kootenay liill

WATER WORKS SUPPLY. 
Details of the Scbeme !and Cost. 



Tho bylaw for tho borrowing of §70,000 
for the extoiision of water worka at pre- 
aent before the ratepayers, to be voted 
upon on May Tith, is one to which every 
citizen should give his earnest attention. 
For many years we havo allowed ouraelves 
to believe that there was sullicient pro- 
vision against tire; hut facts that have 
developed lately should convince every 
one thai there is not tho reiiuisito supply 
of water to unable the successful fighting 
of an extensiyo fire. Should a break m 
the main occur at the time of conflagra- 
tion the city would be at the tnorcy of the 
devouring (dement. This, of course, is 
I he princi['id (piestion to be considered at 
present, though a secondary ono ia the 
supplymi-' of the liiyher levels of tho city 
with water. Conaiderablu has been writ- 
ten about the present soheroe, whidh is 
about jireeisely similar to that submitted 
three years ago, and the tuie vottul 011 
last year in eoiiiieetion with other mat 
ters. -V number of prominent citizens 
have compl.iiiied that tho schonie haa 
been rather vaguely placed befi-re them; 
that plana should havo been prepared and 
estimates of cust made and demonstrated, 
so that thoy might understand why they 
are called upon to vote for tho ^70,000 
bylaw. 'I'his, of ccuirse, is perfectly rea- 
sonable. No soecial [liana ami specili- 
catioiiH have lieen drawn u|i; but they will 
be e.\actly aa plates in an oxtoiiaive trea- 
tise on tho "Water Supply of Cities and 
Towna" by Wm. Hunibor, .Associated In- 
stitute, C. E , Men., Inst. M. E., ono of 
tlie leading Uritisli engineers, conifiiled 
from plans of water aupplies in Viiriona 
parts of the United King i .111 erected by 
the most talented engineers. 

Tho system proposed for tho proaont 
extension of the works, if thoroughly un- 
derstood, is one which cannot fail to com- 
mend itself to Iho ratep.iyera, it beintr the 
most economical and certain syateui by 
which this city c 111 be su|ipliod with water. 
The aysiein (jf a lower and liighor reser- 
viur is one that has been fully tested, and 
its wiM'th and economy proved. I'ho 
Briglitiui (ICiigland) water works aro oon- 
Hirui'ted on this principle and it is from 
complete plana in iNlr Humber's treatise 
that the rrservoira hero are proposed to 
be built, I'ho cstimatea as to cost aro 
fully determined from actual cost of simi- 
lar works. The water supply of Abor- 
deeii, Scotland, is also similarly obtained, 
thu water from the main canduito being 
tapped to supply a hydraulic engine which 
forces the water to the height of 3B8 foot 
to a high service reservoir. The follow- 
ing diagram will will give an idea of tho 
Bsvtem :

■rUE RESEItVOlRS. 

T he ]iroposed site for the lower reser- 
voir is at Moapital hill, the heati of I'an- 
dora street, to have a capacity of 1,500, 
000 gallons. 'I'lie water from tho main 
running from Elk Lake will empty into 
this reservoir and by means of an over- 
shot wheel and automatic pump will fur- 
niah its own power to force water to a 
second reservoir of 100,000 gallons 
capacity which it is proposed to erect on 
the highest part of the rock on tho 
Douglas estate at tho head of Fort stroot. 
I5oth the.ao places aro naturally- adapted 
for the coiisi ruction of silch " reservoirs as 
are pro|U)8ed . Thoy aro to ba built' on 
the Solluirst principle, a covered reser- 
voir. I'hia plan prevciita any injurious 
action of the sun, or tho falling of (jlth 
into tho wator, and also koepa it at an even 
coid temperature. Certainly nothing can 
be advanced to condemn tho proposed 
system, thu main question to be arrived 
at ia .' 

TJIK (JO.iT. 

Mr. Hondry haa prepared oatimatos of 
the coat of thu two reservoirs, anu these 
eutimettea have been ha^ed upon tho cost 
of similar works in Kngland, wifich may 
be fecund in thu treatise by iMr. Humber 
already referred to, and also in tho report 
of tho city enijinoer cif St. John anA 
I'ortland, N. B. Tho scale used is so 
:.iuch per 1,000 gallons capacity. Hughes, 
in his treatise on the co.st of covered 
reservoirs in Mn<,danil, places it at 
si-^c to twelve dollars per 1,000 gal- 
(Uia. Humber in his treatise furnishes 
two iiistaucea, one at Chatham and the 
other at Coekormouth, England. Tho 
cost of the former was about '.$12.12 per 
1000 gallons and of the lotter'823.43 per 
1000 gallons. Taking the highest of these 
and adding sullicient to cover e.xtru coat 
of machinery and labor, say -?.'iO por 1000 
gallons, tho total coat of tho two reser- 
voirs would conio iiisido of thn §70,000. 
Mr Hendry's estimate ia aa followa;

ANOTHEH MAIN. 
The contention that a second main is 
the most desiii^blo means for an iiioreaaod 
supply ia baaed on the idea that such a 
main would—fnrnish agreater force and 
supply of water. It is the intention to 
lower the present outlet from Ell; Lake 
ao aa to plaeo it at a depth of 45 foot, it 
at present being 'lb feet. This will give 
a greater volume of wator of a purer 
character. If the second main principle 
were carried out it would necossitato tho 
placing of the ihain outlet from tho lake 
nearer the siirfaco than ot present in 
order to reach thu high levels, and thus 
instead of a force of ;i7,00() gallons per 
hour, as it will lie with the outlet at a 
ilepth of 15 feet, thoro would only bo a 
How of 'J5,000 gallons per hour. Tho 
object of greator protection from fire 
would thus not be achieved, and could 
only then be gained by pumping. By 
means of the two reservoirs, in case of 
lire, the 100,000 gallons in tho hinliur ro- 
scrvt.ir could bo.:,immediatoly drawn into 
the uiiin iiijie and before' this svas ox- 
liauMled the engines would havo timo to 
get properly at work, and the main supply 
utili/.ed. To those uf the ratepayers who 
wish to inform'' Ih'Omaelves thoroughly in 
regard te the system proposed, a call at 
the city eiiginoer'a ollico will enable them 
to gain the most positive information in 
regard to tho qonstruction and cust.

Bailey .V Co., of tho Albion Works, Sal- 
f ii'ii, who have just li.\ed fnr the Brigli ■ 
tmi oorporatinii a water motor pmii|iiiig 
engine, under tho direction of Mr. I'ld 
ward Eaatoii. The machine is somewhat 
similar to the water engines made of late 
by the firm for organ-Wowing, lifting, and 
hoiatii'g purpoaea, and at Hrinhtnn it is 
eiiiplnyed in fnrciiig waller fmni a Inw 
pressure reservoir to one far above i'.s 
level. The engine is really connected 
iviih four reservoirs at HriLihlon, one be- 
ing situated at .Bark road; a aocoiid at 



Isliiigwnrd road, 7(1 feet below Bark road; 
a third at Uace Hill, 'J:);! feet abnvo the 
level nf Isliiigwurd road; and a fourth at 
Warrun Farm, a further elevation of 40 
feet, making 279 feet in all. TliCj map 
above shows the arrangement. The en- 
gine is li.\ed at tho lalinijwnrd road atation. 
The water cuiiiiiig fruiii Park road reaor- 
Voir III that of l.Tlini;v nrd mad, and jjaa- 
aiiig tlu'iico In supply the noods of the in- 
hahitiuita of Hrigl'tiin below, actuates the 
engine, which, being aet in motion, forth- 
with forces a (piantity of water to the ata- 
tion at Warren Farm, or that at Race Hill, 
whii'.li are nnt niily respectively 'J70 feet 
and 'J.'i'.l feet higlier tliiui, but also '2817 and 
KiDII y ir is distant from Isliiigword road.

water ia required. The engine delivers 
from &0,000 to 60,000 gallons of water 
per day in either or both of tho upper 
resorvoira. The pump is double-acting, 
haa a braa.i lining, gnu iiiotal piston ringa, 
valves and soatiiiga. Tho motor liaa ii 
gun inetal cylinder, in whicli works a 
12in. gun-mutal piston picked with cup 
leathers. The slide valves with their 
faces, aa well as the valve piston and 
cylinder, are all either of solid gun-metal 
or lined with il. Bailey's gauges for in- 
dicating pressure are aflixod to inlet of 
motor and outlet of pump. Tho piston 
rod, orossliead, levers, links, and all tho 
working parts are of steel, electro-plated 
except on their working faces. 

"Modifications of this pumping engine 
have recently bean applied by Messrs. 
Bailey & Co. for pumping water to tho 
top of high buildiiigu where tho town's 
water pressure has uot been suliiciont to 
attain that height. This haa been done 
by using the water as reiiuired in tho 
lower aturios of the buildings."

At that time, though 
it is not known, of course, to tlio pub- 
lic, I was t|i^,equa^ of any prestidigira- 
teur in "thr^Miiii^^ r'a.Q(W had .tried 
points with them all. 1 mention this to 
show how skilful these natives were, 
as I tried some 6f our best tricks upon 
them, aii.d, |CuripuaIy 6ilough, the most 
stupid one of all fooled them.'

"It was tills. You remember the old 
Pharos serpents that were much in 
vogue-fome Yf^Sfi ^P'r-, They looked 
like pIlfs^Hub'^hWv. touched with a 
match began ,t0), grow and squirn)ed 
out into snakes six or ten inches long. 
I had a lot of the.so ninde of a large 
size, HO tiiat when tliey deveiojieil they 
were of tlia exact size of my fingers 
and of the same color, wliich was then 
a dark brown. 1 hud little cups on the 
end of 'e^c|i. finger to conceal them and 
when r tfeii' the ^trfck, whifch was in 
the evening, in tho public room, I step- 
pped over to the candh; that stood on 
the door and deliberately put my fing- 
ers into tlie flame. This causerl a stir 
among all as.sembleu, as they expected 
to see tbbtn l)urn, but I said as heat 
made the plants grow, so it would my 
finger.s. Then each Knger began to 
lengthen slowly,- squirming out, inch

knocked off the ashes and made my 
hngers assume f lieir natural appi-ur- 
ance.

THE MAGICIANS AT w6RK. 
"After I bad finished the doors were 
closed and only those admitted who 
paid a r«'guUir admittance fee — a small 
6um-^and soon the a[)artment being 
filled, the mugicinns began their per- 
formance. The audience sat on the 
floor^ about the fakirs, so that they had 
no way of concealing themselves or of 
hiding anyfliing. At their request I e.x- 
amined them and satisfied niy.self that 
they had nothing about them. Their 
one of the women stepped into the en- 
closure,- the;resD'fMra'aining . behind the 
spectators, who formed . a close ring 
about them. The light was now turned 
down a little aud in a moment the wo- 
man's face began to bo illumined by a 
ghostly light that e.xteiuled quickly 
over her entire body. She then began 
to move round and round, .uttering a 
low murmuring sound the while, 
gradually .quickening the pace until she 
was.'whiplin'g about like a top.

"The lights were dunmeci, hut not 
ao that wo could not seet. and in a few 
momenta the figure began to fade, soon- 
aasuming the appearance of a pilbir or 
form of light and then attacliiiii; itself 
to the woman and Heoniiiigly luring ab- 
sorbed by her. All this was done in a 
very short space of time, before tlic 
eyes of at least fifty |30oplii and not ten 
feet from myself. I'he girl uiqic'ircd 
greatly exhausted afltu'ward. Now this 
would he explained by the ii)ateTiidi-/.ii- 
tiou and by the Psychological Society 
as soiifip new sense or power, etc, hat 
between you and me who know that 
all things can bo explained by cold 
facts, it is merely a clever trick, so 
skilfully done that 1 did not discover 
it in any way or Khai)e. 

"The man next touk bis place in the 
ring, antl, li.uidmg niu a liir^'c, highly 
ornamented sabre, lit; said: 'In live 
minutes by the clock I wish you to be- 
head me.' I objected, of course, buc he 
inaistedand siiid ithad been done a dozen 
tini(!s, ao I finally agreed. lie was 
searched, and in the dim light. 1h'i;hm to 
contort himself in strange positions 
until lie seemed to grow perci'ptilily 
smaller and finally stood before iis .so 
gauzy that i throught I could see right 
through him. It was now tive ininuti-s, 
80 1 took the sabre and .struck a light 
lilow, only suflicient to knock a man 
over, when to my horror tin! lilooil 
spuirted into mv face and tin) bend 
dropped with a tliad upon iIk; fleor. As 
soon as it fell the body stoo)ied and 
picked it up, hold it in the air, then 
placed it upon the sliouUier.s. The full 
light being turned on, there stood the 
giant, grinning and warin, 

"The blood! That had faded aivay by 
the time the light was turned up and,

The' giant lis I 
called him, caused the audience to sit 
on a graas plat, leaving acirclo of ibout 
twenty-five feet across, and iu this the 
jugglers took their places, the giiuit 
opening the entertainmeiic by takiiit,' u 
roll of ribbon, and bj a dcxtfrnns lo.ss 
sending it up fifty f(;rt or .so, wherf? w-ti j 
distinctly saw a small hawk dart at ^ 
and carry it up higher until we nearly j 
lost Kiglit of it. It then seeamd to out- | 
er a cloud that I nssiimi^d was caused i Oii'thu o'.li i 
by something burning on the ribbon; i 
but from tho cloud cainf) sliim,^ down, 
first a dog, then a snake — a uf-'od i)ig ' 
one, too — that wriggled ofl'tbe niouieut ^ 
it touched the ground, and was caplur- , 
ed by one of the men. . Theji a larger j 
nbj(;cL waH seen sliding aboiig, and one ' 
of the wonii^n leatiitig forward received i 
and held it out of the crowd, a laughing i 
native baby. The giant bad ull tliisj 
time held the end of the ribbon anil re- ^ 
leasing it, seemed to disappear in tiie , 
air; at any rate we saw it' no mora, A , 
few momenta later they all .joined j

"Those are only samples of the 
marvels,, as I might ^y. 'that they 
went through; but the last one puzzled 
me as much as eter. The ]iii.rty left ex- 
cept the giant, and he, taking a largt- 
native parasol, asked if I would carry 
it Ijack to tho inn for liini. I iisscnti'il, 
and he then politely requested iiifto 
take it in five minutes hjr my watch, 
and, mind you, he was sttrrouncled by a 
dense throng. Proceeding to tiio centre 
of tbo plat hestjuattt^d u|)on the ground 
and drew tlio umbrella down over him 
like a cone over dice, thus hiding liiin- 
self com[)letely. In live minutes I lift- 
ed tbo covering aud to. my aoiazement 
he was gone.. •■- j:. - 

"Yes, it was empty, and the sod wa.s 
solid under it. The crowd looki.a! up in 
the air and yelled. Jl should ered the 
umbrella, and, going directly Iv the inn, 
found my friend, the giant, .siiiokiiii; a 
cigarette on the verandnli. He gree'i.ed 
mo with a smile, I. banked ina for the 
umbrella, opened it with a quick mo- 
tion, and pulling down a Beeuiing inner 
lining, motioned me to look in. Doing 
ao t saw hanging on a hook my watcli 
and chain, that I bad not misaed.
